"1 also took time away 
from the drawing board to play 
football and basketball. I was 
also on the swimming team. 

I didn't 
major in art, but in economics. 
I felt then, and still feel today, 
that this was a good decision 
since a knowledge of business 
is important to just about any 
field. 

"At college, I drifted away 
from the drawing board, but 
after graduation, a friend in- 
troduced me to the great Joe 
Simon (creator of CAPTAIN

heroes). You can imagine how 
I felt standing face-to-face with 
a man who, in my eyes, was a 
hero himself! 



"Joe encouraged me to stick 
to drawing and gave me many 
invaluable tips for improving 
my technique. It wasn't long 
before I was doing back 
grounds for Joe's comics. 

"It was about this same 
time I picked up an issue of 
CREEPY and I was really 
floored. I knew this was for me 
and . . . here I am. Since that 
time, I have also contributed 
to EERIE and now the terrific 
new magazine, VAMPIRELLA. 

"I guess my own work 
shows the influence my boy- 
hod favorites had on me. I 
strive for certain things in all 
my drawing. I like boldness 
and sharp contrast, and con- 
stantly play darks against 
lights for maximum effect.

"An illustrated maeazine 
like this one is a vehicle for 
the artist to tell a story. There- 
fore, it should be limited only 
by the artist's imagination. 
This is why I try for as wide a 
variety of page layouts as pos- 
sible.
